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WARNING 

Not A Joking Subject 

By R. Robert Evans 

Folks, I would like to talk with each one of you 
individually, and impress upon you the coming danger 
of flood and mud . . . and folks you beder believe it, 
for it is coming, and the one thing that you can do to 
help is get yourself an INSURANCE POUCY, which can 
be done at any of your insurance brokers in Sierra Madre. 
The cost of the policy, which is under the subsidized Gov¬ 
ernment rate, is $123 for one year and gives you in¬ 
surance for $35,000 for total contents and dwelling, or 
if you are a renter and want an insurance policy on 
con;ents alone the cost is $35 for a maximium of $10,000 
coverage. A minimum time of two weeks is required be¬ 
fore your insurance is In force, but it is better to allow 
four to six weeks due to the rush. This is definitely not 
an insurance promotion, for your local Insurance agents 
do not realize enougii, profit to pay the cost of prepara¬ 
tion, but each of them will, in the spirit of helping you, 
provide you with the insurance, whether you are a client 
of theirs or not. 

The Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team have 
walked the burned area. It has also been under full 
assessment of the County Flood Control Agency . . . Their 
report is that we better do something, and do it now, 
for this January and February we are going to have our 
hands full of trouble.

Checking with the Farmer’s Almanac, which has al¬ 
ways been 80 per cent correct, we are due for seven Inches 
of rain between Decem’ber 28 and January 4. Again in 
February, we are due for nine inches of rain between Feb¬ 
ruary 4 and 9, either one or both of these could bring a 
volume of mud and debris into your property. 

Goverment subsidized insurance is also available for 
commercial businesses with a maximum of $100,000 at a 
rate of .40 per thousand, and on stock and fixtures at a 
ra e of .75 per thousand on a $100,000 maximum. 

Researching the records back to the year 1954, which 
includes four burn-offs of the area shows that mud and 
debris started to move with ^.17 inches of rain over a 
one week span with an additional 2.51 inches within the 
one week span.

Pot Primer for Parents 


Know enough basic facts about marihuana to talk 
to your son and daughter about it. 

As 8 parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
•oRego, Idgh school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
loeep quiet and hope—do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, he^-words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do—that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
dieir “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry—it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
to assume he doesn’t Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girb. Girb are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resbt trying it A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”—their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything ebe. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuab react very differently to thb drug, 
which b why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(which varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, litde has bean 
proven conclusively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind and body. Thb does not mean there are 


no ill effeeb, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with thb drug during the years 
while the young personality b finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger to try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana b illegal tmder 
local laws. In many states, it b afebny, equivalents 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinldng and smoking? ” a partial 
answer b that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difiScult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana ibelf does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot b OK?” lb 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert b saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils dowm to thb. Marihuana b a rbk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about

“Revenues ordinarily are 
less than expenditures early 
in the fiscal year,” Cory 
said, “but the present large 
discrepancy Is attributable 
to about $2 billion paid or 
placed In an emergency loan 
fund to help schools and 
local government cope with 
property tax losses under 
Proposition 13.”
